"Modern Novel" Is 
Registrar's Topic

"Man and the Human Spirit in the Modern Novel" was 
the topic at an informal panel discussion led last night by 
Colin McDougall, Registrar at McGiH. 



Ho expounded at length tho 
theory that literature is created 
by the spirit and works upon the 
spirit. The vast bulk of serious 
fiction does not recognize this 
fact and the human spirit Is 
ignored. * 

He cited in particular modern 
American literature which pre- 
sents the reader with a degraded 
and corrupt image of man and 
one Which stresses sheer animal 
barbarity. 

McDougall went on to explain 
that man can be nobla and

r 6,365 X-uays have been 
taken so far by the Health 
Service this year, including 
those for the staff and Mac* 
donald College.

IMMORAL CHARACTERS 

He said that the American 
novels give the impression that 
the sick and immoral individuals 
are the rule rallier than the 
exception. H is not so much the 
subject matter but the attitude 
expressed towards it by the au- 
thor which determines the artist- 
ic success or failure of a work. 
When sensationalism is used 
merely to sell a book it is comp- 
letely devoid of art. However 
great writers are not afraid to 
explore suffering but still the 
"hells" which the American 
school produces are unrealistic. 

. CANADIAN AUTHORS 

In particular reference to Can- 
adian authors, -McDougall ex- 
plained that no writer who is a 
creator can suppress the fact 
of his nationality from his work, 
but nevertheless one must strive 
to be a writer first and then a 
Canadian. A great deal of me- 
diocre work is being produced 
by men who arc self consciously 
Canadian. 

There is no such thing, as a 
great Canadian novel for a truly 
great work must necessarily he 
universal, he stated. Tho state- 
ment that there is not sufficient 
drama in Canadian to provida 
material for a novel is ridiculous, 
he concluded.

Hoaxes Hatched At 
Canadian Colleges 



Engineers Won't 
Lose Building 

HAMILTON (CUP) — A 
gigantic hoax which convinc- 
ed Mc Master University's 
Faculty of Engineering that 
its new building had been 
sold was exposed last Thurs- 
day. 

A group of unknown students 
— believed from the Arts Facul- 
ty — somehow convinced the en- 
gineers that the building was 
now the proptcrty of the To- 
ronto Investment firm of Sam- 
son and Samson. 

"DOUBLE" POSES 

One of their number, a double 
for McMaster Registrar C. W. 
Linton, posed as a representative 
of President G. P. Gilmour. It is 
believed he is a part-time actor. 
The hoax was revealed when 
the real Registrar was questioned 
further on the sale. 

The phony Registrar told the 
engineers that "the university 
has received a substantial cash 
offer for the building, and deci- 
ded to. sell. Perhaps we can erect 
another building, elsewhere on 
campus". 

The representatives of the in- 
vestment firm told the faculty 
members that the initial plans 
included general offices, and 
perhaps — with an eye to the fu- 
ture — there might be space for 
"a student shopping centre". 



Little Man Who 
Wasn't There 

EDMONTON (CUP) — 
John Appleard, the man who 
wasn't turned out to be the 
master hoax of two law stu- 
dents at the University of 
Alberta, who actually succ- 
eeded in installing him as 
Freshman President. 

Al Bryan and Ron Ghitter, 
two third year law students, 
created the young man, nomin- 
ated him for Frosh President, 
and signed his name to three 
letters sent to the campus news- 
paper Gateway. 

Most of the. campus was taken 
in. The Promotions Committee 
considered him as a possible em- 
cee for their, pep rallies. The 
telephone directory printed his 
name and fictitious address, and 
the Students' Union office had 
him listed in their files. Two of 
his letters were printed in the 
Gateway. 

The conspirators left several 
clues. They said Appleard was a 
member of the Mormon church, 
and that he hailed from the far 
northern town of Wanh'am — 
not exactly a centre of the Latter 
Day Saints religion. 

The hoax was not discovered 
until a third letter sent by Bryan 
and Ghitter proved so unintellig- 
ible that a search was made to 
find Appleard and. discover its 
meaning. 

Bryan and Ghitter, far from 
being disappointed at the un- 
earthing of their prank, said only 
that they were sorry the Gate- 
way had stolen the hoax's thun- 
der by "murdering" Appleard.

Man's Liberation 
In Existentialism

"The nature of man ia undefined in the existentialist 
philosophy; it is in the endless process of becoming,", stated 
j professor Dudek Monday, in his lecture to Ilillel on 

' "ftvintnnfinlicf Ainu" 



'Existentialist Man* 

Tlic speaker further elucidated 
that existentialism is concerned 
witli the liberation from over- 
simplification of religion and 
from any given conception of a 
truth which might have been pre- 
viously held. Emanuel Kant was 
one of the leaders In this school 
of philosophy. 

Ilcfore Kant, men were con- 
tent to "leap to truths". The 
scholars used to conceive of my- 
thological statements which 
would simplify man's position 
i i the Universe, and then placed 
their complete confidence ia 
these theories. In the 18th centu- 
ry, the philpsophers began to ex- 
plore and investigate these truths 
and question their basis. The 
principal query which faced them 
was: how do we know of the 
existence of the real world? 

NEW IDEAS 

In the 19th century, these new 
lines of thought culminated in 
new artistic, moral and phil- 
osophic Ideas. The artists first 
conceived of a state in which 
men could live with a compete 
lack of knowledge. In his novels, 
Dostoyevsky transmits to his 
readers an aura of anguish, chaps, 



and loslncss. Franz Kafka pre- 
sents the image of a man seeking 
communication with the beyond. 
In Goethe's "Faust", we are 
shown the portrait of an individ- 
ual striving in the Universe which 
he created. \ 

NO COD 

Jean-Paul Sartre defined exist- 
entialism as the full conclusion 
drawn from the premise that 
there is no God. As a result, man 
is completely morally free. Dut 
this liberty imposes great res- 
ponsibilities on every thinking 
person. He must decide for him- 
self what the bounds of his act- 
ions must be. Nor can one apply 
the axiom that to be true to 
one's self is to be true to .others, 
for, in accordance with the comp- 
lete existentialist philosophy, one 
does not know or undostrand 
oneself. 

Dr. Dudek went on to say that 
existentialism is an outgrowth of 
individualism and science. It is 
also involved with the unknown, 
the encompassing nothings which 
surrounds "our island of life".

McMaster Plumbers 
Reproved For Crest 



HAMILTON (CUP) - The eng- 
ineering undergraduates of Mc- 
Master University were reproved 
this week because of a newly- 
designed engineering crest which 
was termed 'obscene' by the Stud- 
ent Council last Thursday. 

The provisional guardian of mo- 
rals for the Crest Committee held 
that the crest "contains ostensibly 
schematic diagrams of apparatus 
used in various branches of applied 
science, but, obvious cunningly dis- 
guised symbols of the physiological 
differences between the genders". 

Representatives of the McMaster 
Society of Engiueers defended the 
crest on the grounds that it "ad- 
equately and fittingly represents 
the activities uppermost in the 
minds of McMaster engineering 
students". 

The president of the Engineering 
Society protested, "Any obscene 
connotation which the Committee 



I members derive from our design 
Is purely subjective. It is unfor- 
tunate that the Committee has int- 
erpreted the design as obscene, 
I but I feel that obscenity lies not in 
j the crest itself, but in the mental 
altitudes of the Committee mem- 
bers." 

"Your argument is invalid, ret- 
orted Lorna Bogg, Council vice 
president, The crest contains what 
Is obviously a phallic symbol, in' 
addition to a vulgar representation 
of a region of the anatomy which 
shall be nameless." 

Miss Bogg specifically cited the 
"piece of chemical glassware" and 
"the bipod assembly" adorning the 
crest. 

"I agree with Mr. Polluk that 
any obscenity connected with the 
crest originates in the minds of the 
Committee members," replied Mr 
Llpstcr, vice president of the So- 
ciety.

The opinions which were expressed in this article were 
entirely those of the writer and did not reflect in any way 
those of cither the Managing Board of the Daily or of the 
members of the Students' Executive Council. 

It is true however that ft newspaper is ultimately res- 
ponsible for whatever appears in its columns, and this res- 
ponsibility we gladly accept in full. We must recall, howe- 
ver, that a student newspaper is a unique phenomenon and 
that any student at the University should have the right 
to submit an article for publication. If in the opinion of the 
editors this article is within the bounds of common decency, 
good taste and responsible thought, this article must be 
considered for publication. This does not mean, nor should 
anyone ever imply that it means, that the editors of the 
Daily agree fully with every statement made in this paper. 
In fact, it is often those articles of which the editors are 
most wary that make the greatest contribution. 

Unfortunately, the story in yesterday's issue may have 
been interpreted by some readers as an attack on a parti- 
cular reporter in the employ of The Montreal Star. .This 
was most definitely not the intention of the writer who 
acknowledges the fact that the Montreal Star reporter in 
question was completely innocent of any charges which 
might have been inferred against him. 

It is most disturbing to think that the reputation of 
a man whose life has been devoted to the cause of honest 
journalism and whose devotion to McGill is widely ack- 
nowledged may have been injured by any article appearing 
in the pages of this paper. Certainly this u-as never the in- 
tention of the writer.

The essence of any artistic creation is that it should 
portray its protaganists at the crisis of their lives, at the 
single moment of supreme revelation. This the hair-oil ad 
never fails to do. In four brief panels its hero is transported 
from the slough of despondency to the apex of happiness. A 
sample story might run something like this: 

First panel: Charlie, the protaganist, is dancing with 
Shirley. They don't look happy. Shirley running fingers 
through Charlie's hair. Spots minute white specks on his 
collar. Thinks "Uh-Oh! Dry scalp! And Charlie used to be 
so popular in high school..." 

Second panel: Charlie leaning despondently over the 
gallery of the country club. Hair all over the place of cour- 
se. Thinks: "Gosh, I just don't seem to make a hit with the 
girls anymore. Wonder what's wrong." This is Charlie's 
Dark Moment. 

Third panel : Charlie's pal Bill hoves into sight through 
a doorway, smiling, healthy, happy, well-groomed, holding 
■ a bottle of XX. Says Bill: "Say, Charlie, here's something 
that might interest you — XX. I've tried it, and it's real 
great. Hair becomes smooth, manageable. Dandruff disap- 
pears. How about trying it?" 

. Last panel: Charlie dancing with Shirley again, this 
time for real. Light falling on Charlie's dark, sleek hair 
resembles pattern of moonlight on still water. Shirley, smil- 
ing, thinks: "Charlie sure looks great now. His hair's real 
smooth." Charlie, winking at reader, says, "I owe it all 
to XX. It really changed my life." 

Much as we like the strip, we fear its implications. It 
implies that the condition of mortality can be transcended. 
It inspires its adherents with false hopes. It infers that 
there are easy ways of resolving the thousand natural 
shocks that flesh is heir to. 

This is not so. Dandruff must be accepted as one of 
the conditions of our mortality.- It is only natural and legi- 
I timate. The irrational appeal to transcendence must be 
opposed. We must learn to live with ourselves. 

In the profound words of beat generation poet Gregory 
Corso: 

"But nothing would rid me of Dandruff. 
Vitalis, Lucky Tiger, Wildroot, Brilliantine, nothing." 



Reply To Senator 
Saltonstall 

To the Editor, 

In reply to the comments made 
In the Monday issue of the Daily 
by Mr. Richard N. Currie and the 
senior senator from his home sta- 
te, the Honorable Leverett Sal- 
tonstall, concerning my article 
"The Great American Lie", may 
I say the following. 

Mr. Currie sent Senator Salton- 
stall a copy of my article with the 
request "to present the facts of 
America's anti-communistic 
stand". From this request and the 
overall tone of Senator Salton- 
stall's reply, I gather that Mr. 
Currie believes my article to con- 
tain communist overtones and 
that he believes me to be so In- 
clined. 

Senator Saltonstall's political 
past is an impressive one and 
should bring him much respect. 
He served in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives 1023 to 
1030 and as Governor of that 
State from 1039 to 1044. In No- 
vember 1044 he was elected to 
the Senate to fill the unexpired 
term of Henry Cabot Lodge and 
was re elected in 1948 and in 1054. 

The Senator, perhaps misled by 
Mr. Currie's request for "the 
facts of America's anti-communis- 
tic stand", has completely mis- 
Interpreted my article. 

I was not comparing the United 
States to any Communist coun- 
try; I was condemning her hypo- 
critical actions in the light of her 
purported beliefs. 

Senator Saltonstall's comments, 
justifying the Continued testing of 
atomic weapons, were completely 
irrelevant to my use of the Man 
shall Islands nuclear test zone as 
a backdrop to an example of an 
Injustice committed against an 
individual by the American Go- 
vernment 

My opinion was asked about 
Hungary, North Korea and Berlin 
— again subjects completely Irre- 
levant to my article. On does not 
justify one's faults by pointing to 
those of his neighbour. 

Senator Saltonstall has implied 
that I am in a position of no 
responsibility and yet one of the 
basic tenets of a Democracy is the 
responsibility of the individual in 
making secure thoso hard won 
Democratic Freedoms by "unceas- 
ing vigilance", as Mr. Currie so 
ably puts it. 

Though I am not. an American 
citizen, I derive the right to cri- 
ticize the conduct' of the Ame- 
rican Govcrncment from my be- 
lief, that whatever may affect m« 
personally, therein lies my deep- 
est and most legitimate concern. 
• On the one relevant point that 
Senator Saltonstall makes I ques- 
tion his view that Chamoun was 
the "democratically elected Pre- 
sident of Lebanon ". Indeed, Cha- 
moun's position was contrary to 
the majority Moslem (pro-Nasser) 
wish. It was only, through nefa- 
rious dealings that he was able 
to secure the two thirds majority 
of Parliament for amending the 
constitution, permitting a second 
presidential term. Therefore I 
consider both Iho incidents in 
Suez and Lebanon to be acts of 
interference. 

Truo vigilance, Mr. Currie, re- 
quires true perspective. If one 
were to remove the American 
flag a little further away from 
before one's eyes, this perspective 
could more easily be attained.

The Arctic Institute 

QN the corner of the Milton-University Street intersection stands a solid looking build- 
ing constructed of heavy black stone. The bright bronze plaque on the door says, "The 
Arctic Institute of North America". What is the "Institute" and what goes on behind 
its doors? 



"The Arctic Institute of North 
America, a non-profit scientific 
organization, was founded in. 1945. 
Its purpose Is to advance and 
coordinate the scientific study ol 
the North American Arctic and 
Subarctic." This aim is implem- 
ented mainly through "conducting 
field research" and "maintaining 
liaison between diverse groups and 
organizations concerned with north- 
ern research." 

INTERNATIONAL CHARACTER 

The Institute has offices in New 
York City, Washington D.C. and 
Montreal. The Montreal office 
houses a permanent staff of eight 
and one of the best libraries of 
technical arctic literature In the 
world. This library is open to 
anyone who can profit by its use. 

The Executive Director. Mr. A. 
T. Belcher, also has his office 
here. Mr. Belcher had spent 
thirty-six years with the R.C.M.P. 
before joining tho Institute. Nine 
of these thirty-six were spent In 
the Canadian arctic. It was during 
these nine years thp» he became 
interested In arctic work. 

The Manager of the Montreal 
office Is Mr. Michael Marsden, a 
former McGill student and Carn- 
egie Scholar. He is intensely int- 
erested in all Arctic topics and has 
done much Arctic research hims- 
elf. One of his more exciting 
projects invoked the digging of a 
tunnel into a glacier to gather 
information on ice conditions In 
portions of the glacier permanent- 
ly frozen. Ho spent the summer 
of 1957 studying glacial history and 
general geography in northern 
Baffin Island. Mr. Marsden has 
done a lot of work with aerial 

Î)hotography as used In map mnk- 
ng. 

WHAT IS THE ARCTIC T 

What exactly is the arctic ? In 
answer to this question Mr. Mars- 
den said that there exist at least 
sixteen definitions, but that the 
working definition used by the 
Institute is "those areas north of 
tho tree line". Mr. Marsden point- 
ed out that if the researcher is 
careful about the generalizations 
he makes, mountain or alpine 
areas can make, convenient locat- 
ions in which to carry out "arctic" 
research. The Institute has on 
occasion used Mount Washington 
for this purpose. Mora often how- 
ever, northern Canada is the lab- 
oratory. 

Money for the Institute's oper- 
ations comes mainly from the 
American and Canadian Govern- 
. ments. The Banting Foundation 
and the Elsworth Foundation have 
both contributed generously. Gifts 
from industry and private business 
are surprisingly numerous and are 
very gratefully accepted. In some 
cases a party interested in some 
specific arctic research comes to 
the Institute with a contract and 
money for the work. The Institute 
in turn undertakes to find someone 
qualified to fulfil the terms of the 
contract, 

MANY PROJECTS 

Projects undertaken under" the 
auspices of the Institute include 
such varied topics as glacial stud- 
ies, studies or Eskimo languages, 
study of the effect of radar beams 
on flying birds and body temperat- 
ure control, in the whale. Just 
recently, a map of northern Cana- 
da has been completed under cont- 
ract from National Research 
Council and The Defence Research 
Board. The American office has 
handled the American glacioUvical 
studies for l.G.Y. They have also 
conducted Arctic and Antarctic 
terrain studies along with meteor- 
ological and occanogrophlcal work 
on contract from the American 
l.G.Y. Committee. In some fields, ' 
the results of all the work done are 
given to the l.G.Y. Committee, 
whether they are specifically ask- 
ed for or not. 

The Institute itself has undertak- 
en two important tasks. One of 
theso is tho maintenance of an 
Arctic Bibliography. This project 
Is of course never finished. The 



second project was the compiling 
of a "Roster of Arctic Specialists". 
The publication of a quarterly ent- 
itled "Arctic Journal Quarterly" Is 
another proicct well worth ment- 
ioning. This magazine publishes 
only scientific papers on Arctic 
topics. 

Many McGill students seem to 
believe that the Arctic Institute is 



and professors are interested in 
Arctic work, these people often go 
to the Institute for assistance, both 
technical and financial. Many men 
and women from universities all 
over the continent have applied 
for and received grants from the 
Institute to aid them in some 
phase of Arctic research.

The recent influx of Spanish juitar pla?crs into Canada (exact 
figures may be obtained at the Immigration offices), the tremendous 
tension induced by the spectacle of a world on the brink of self- 
destruction, and lastly the undeniable superiority of Mocha coffee 
have resulted In a tremendous upsurge in the "Bohemian" way of life. 

The sages of the ages have universally declared that success 
1j the greatest enemy of truth. This maxim is no more clearly 
demonstrated than in the case of Bohcmianlsm. Its popularity 
brought its deathblow.

And so on. 

Ogdcn Nash — if asked to turn out one of his discursive limericks 
on the subject, might come up with something in this style: 

Brooding alone tn a quiet corner 

A black turtle-necked -Bohemian mourner 

Contemplates an Inordinately serious question 

(Of Proust't suspected hoterosexuality), the old suggestion 

From an awed female disciple at his side 

Sends him on a Freudian slide — he'd wished he died 

When he was young, because his mother 

Had a singular preference for hit older brother. 

A hermit, one above the herd, who claims he reads - 

Greek just for kicks. 

He seldom mentions the 523 he got in' his "matricks" . . . 

The modern' poets in their effortless, artless, enigmatic manner 
would probably come closest to exact enunciation of the problem 
since their work, ior the most part, bears the same relation to 
poetry that Bohcmianlsm bears to a true artistic way of life. Those 
of you who may have expended valuable moments reading modern 
"poetry" might agree that the message would be conveyed by the 
modern in this guise: 

So, if within the compass 

Of your sunken, bloodshot modern eyes, 

You some

ceived - their thesis, topics, each 
from his own university, arc now 
using Institute facilities to carry 
out the necessary research. Most 
of these students, have had pre- 
vious experience In the arctic and 
hence their interest in it. The 
average post-graduate works with 
the Institute for two years. This 
includes two summers in the 
field, usually spent in northern 
Canada. When the student has 
satisfied the university require- 
ments he receives a degree from 
the university. 

The members of the Institute 
feel that their work cannot help 
but further U.S. - Canadian rela- 
tions. After ill, here is a case 
of an international organization 
helping in great measure to fur- 
ther our common understand- 
ing of the arctic regions. 

Strangely, it would seem that 
Canadians are not nearly as in- 
terested In their northland as are 
the British. The Institute has 
found that the English seem 
more interested in this type of 
work than any other national 
group. 

In conclusion wc may say that 
the Arctic Intstitute of North 
America is performing a much 
needed service. It offers facilities 
and guidance to anyoonc working 
on or interested arctic research.
